cleverness they certainly accomplish- 
i-'l their object, for the detective force 
is unanimous in the opinion that It 
v.is une ol' the clevt_-est jobs ever exe- 
cuted here by this class of cilmir.als. 


Fioin a financial standpoint, how-

Suddenly the brink door openec! antl

K l i l l Hopkins remained flrrti and su<3-

The 
robber evidently understood the move 
for he promptly interrupted it with a 
shot from his revolver, which passed 
Hopkln's head, and, striking the book- 
keeper's desk on the opposite side of 
the wall, glanced off and hit the oak 
finishing of the wall.

1 destroyed in cleaning out a room be 
cause the business for which the com 
pany had been organized was closec 
He said he suggested to Mark Hop 
kins that the books be destroyed bu 
did not remember there had been an 
reference in his conversation with Hop 
kins to the clause in the Californl 
constitution regarding the personal lia 
bllity of stockholders. Such a matte 
would, he sE-id, have been Deferred t 
the legal department o; the road. 


Senator Morgan—Did any lawyer ad 


vise you to destroy those papers? 


Huntington—I think not. It was i 


mere casual matter. We did not re 
gard it as serious. 


Morgan—It becomes serious here,

''\Vhat Is generally known an 'knock- 


ing down' Is commonly supposed to be 
cominecl to street ca.r conductors." said 
a man who has lived alt his life along 
the water front, "but their thieving is 
a small afl'air compared to the amounts 
stolen by some of the dishonest ferry- 
masters before the time of the Brooklyn 
bridge and the introduction of ticket- 
choppers. 


"These men were the most ingenious 


of swindlers. The best scheme I re- 
member was one originated 
by 
the 


mantei of a Brooklyn ferry," says the 
"New York World." "This man took 
an old woman who sold papers Into his 
confidence and he allowed her to r'y 
her trade on condition that she coaxed 
all the passengers that she could to 
enter by wuy of the side entrance, at 
which he collected fares. 'This way for 
the Jerry!' she used to cry. 'Right in 
here Is the shortest way.' If one didn't 
seem disposed to follow her directions 
she never scrupled to lie and tell him 
that the other windows were closed. 
while her zeal was so great that sh<: 
fairly shoved passengers through the 
side entrance. 


"It was a big thing for the ferry-mas- 


ter to have his receipts swelled thut 
way. because he could 'knock down' 
eveiv cent he took in from 'he passen- 
gers who had been steered away from 
the other windows. In coiini-:1 of time i 
the other ferry-masters began to kick. 
Their receipts fell off so much that! 
they were afraid •;» knock down any ] 
more-, and they began to hatch schemes 
to stop the old paper woman from di- 
verting tralfic from the main entiancc. 


"\Vhile the warfare among the ferry- 


masters was under way the company. 
which was well aware that it was be- 
ing swindled, hit upon a >plan fin its 
own protection. This consisted of con- 
secutive tickets and choppers similar 
to those In use on the elevated roads. 
The first attempt to inaugurate Ihis 
system was a failure, and was abandon- 
ed u.rter a trial of two days. 


"The company stated that the meth- 


od was too complicated. In reality it 
was given up because the men kicked 
and swore they 
wouldn't 
work 
the 


'punch- boxes,' as they called the c:m- 


! celling machines. 
The late D. D. "With- 


ers, who was a large stockholder in 
one of the companies, op-posed the new 
system with all his well-known obstin- 
acy. He contended that there 'Was. nu 
difference between having his I'erry- 
Ttiasters 'knock down' and being com- 
pelled to hire extra men to keep tab on 
them. However, the first day the iiev,- 
system went into operation the .'eiry- 
mastcr who had the woman working 
for him was on plus and needles all 
the time. 
He knew that the company 


j could toll how many passengers eross- 


I cd by the number of tickets sold. and. 
j as he had been putting every second 


I penny into his own pocket, he figured 


out that it would be a dead give a\\ ay 
to turn in just twice as much as usual. 


"He 
bocatne almost frantic during j 


the busy hours, and begged the woman i 
not to send the i ussetigers in through 
his window. He made her understand! 
the situation at last and got her to j 
steer them toward the other entrances. | 
The trouble then began in earnest, for 
all the ferry-masters were in the same 
boat. They offered bribes to have the 
woman keep away and run the passen- 
gers through one of the entrances and 
would rather have paid a man's way 
over the bridge than to have him cross 
the ferry. 


"The ferry-masters had always been 


noted for their dexterity 
in 
making 


| change. They had an object in being 
i so quick, for the jme who passed the 
j most passengers had the best chance 
| tr. 'knock down.' Indeed, a ferry-mas- 


ter could tell how much it was safe to j 
put into his own pocket by 'watching 
his .-nnferer at the opposite window. 


. Practice had made him so perfect that] 
I he could tell lo a fraction how much i 


more he had taken in than the other 
man 


"During the tv>n days that the ticket- 


choppers had their first trial the ''erry- 
masters seemed dazed. Their fingers 
were all thumbs and they were slow in 
counting; change. The little sacks of 
correct change were no longer carefully 
piled up, and the coins were dropped on 
the floor with amazinj? frequency. 


"The *whole swindling business came 


out in the courts when a certain Brook- i 
lyn ferry company made one of its ferry | 
masters disgorge f2.">,000. Success m.ide j 
the man reckless and he bgan putting i 
up rows of brick houses in ^A'illiams- ' 
burs on a salary of $85 a month. lie 
was the slickest customer at the busi- 
ness you can imagine—a pious, ticnevo- ! 
lent old duffer whom the newsboys i 
and bootblacks still refer to as a man • 
who was too good to be true. Hi' was , 
very nice and polite to women, and was 
always lecturing the 
newsboys 
for| 


chewing tobacco and pitching pennies. 


"Kvery evening he used to buy a pa- I 


per, and had a habit of feeling In all | 
his 
pockets 
and then 
saying: Tin 


afraid I haven't any chancre to-night, 
nnd if so I'll have to go home without 
my paper for, of course, 1 couldn't 
tou"h any of the company's money.' 
This used to make the boys laugh be- 
hind his back, for everybody around 
knew that the old duffer was 'knock- 
ing down' $20 every day of his life. 


"When the bridge was completed tho 


ferry-masters lost nearly all tho fat 
[pickings. Home of them threw up their 
jobs in disgust, while the others -were 
driven to resort to such schemes as 
the one with the old paper woman. The 
ferries no longer coined money as they 
formerly did. and. as necessity com- j 
pt>l!ed them to curtail expenses, they 
gradually adopted systems of keeping 


, cheek on the receipts which made old- 
I time 'knocking down' a thing of the 


past.'1

ed men entered the Market-strict bank 
in the Spreckeis building. 


They ordered the cashier, W. F. Hop- 


kins, to throw up his hands. 


and a shot was flred 
He hesitated 


at him. 


The bullet flew past his head and 


struck a desk.

Hookkeeppor J. F. Hayhurst advised 


Cashier Hopkins not to resist, and the 
three men sprang through an aperture 
in the wire netting over the counter . 


They seized Hopkins and Hayhurst 


and thrust them into the open money 
ivault. 


They tried to close the door on the 


two bank officials, but did not succeed. 


The thieves then gathered all the 


money on the counter .placed it in a 
Kick and made their escape. 


No one saw thorn leave the place . 
Jf three robbers were bent only on 


establishing a record for boldness and 
cleverness they certainly accomplish- 
ed their object, for the detective force 
is unanimous in the opinion that It 
•was one of the cleverest jobs ever exe- 
cuted here l>y this class of criminals. 


From a financial standpoint, how- 


ever, It was somewhat of a disappoint- 
ment, for the robbers got very little 
money. 


SCENE OF THE AFFAIR. 


The Market-street Bank, as the con- 


cern Is called, is a, small office situated 


the trio were disguised with masks 
which covered the upper portion of 
their faces, and each brandished a 
pistol In tho right hand. 


Rushing up to the cashier the leader 


of the three men in a loud voice com- 
manded the former to throw up his 
hand.", and while the second and third 
robbers covered the cashier, the 'first 
craw'.ed through tho window on to 
the counter, where he stood erect and 
repeated his command of hands up. 


Bookkeeper Hayhurst had meanwhile 


turned around from his desk, and, 
fully appreciating the situation, com- 
piled with the stern request. The cash- 
ier, however, was inclined to hesitate 
and began edging away from the coun- 
ter, around which the robber proceeded 
ed to move until he had reached a po- 
sition between tho vaults and the pay- 
Ing teller's desk and Just opposite that 
u.sed by the bookkeeper. 


"Throw up your hands and get them 


up quickly, too," repeated the lead- 
er of the three men, and as ho uttered 
the order he emphasied it with a flour- 
ishing of the revolver. 


THE CASHIER SHOT AT. 


Still Hopkins remained firm and sud- 


denly made a move towards the drawer 
In which his revolver was lying. Tho 
robber evidently understood the move 
for he promptly Interrupted it with a 
shot from his revolver, which passed 
Hopkln's head, and, striking the book- 
keeper's desk on the opposite side of 
the wall, glanced off and hit the oak 
finishing of the wall. 


Tho shot brought Ilopkips to his senses 


and he promptly threw up his hands, 
while the man on the counter jumped to 
tho floor «nd placed tho muzzle at the 
hend of tho oashler. 


In the meantime a second robber had 


crawled through the window and cov- 
ered Hayhurst, while tho third man rush- 
ed around to the rear of the office and 
entered through the hwinglng door. 


The two bank employe! : were then hus- 


tled into one of the vaults and an effort 
was made to close the door upon them, 
the bolts, however, wero unsot and the 
robbers could not swing the dcor into tho 
}am, so they left it partly closed, with 
one man guarding It while the other two

Senator Morgan—Did any lawyer ad

The committee appointed a year ago 
t'y the Legislature of New York, to 
look ihto tho subject of good roads, has 
recently made a report in which these 
facts are brought out: "The average 
cost of talcing produce to market in 
New York at present is $1.56 per ton 
for each six -miles, the average haul, or 
26c per mile. The estimate per ton pel- 
mile on a sood macadam road Is 7c, 
and if all the roads of the State -were 
of this description the annual saving 
in the haul, without regard to tear and 
wear, -would be about $16,000.000. As 
(natters stand, the farmers pay an an-, 
nual road assessment of $3,000,000. It 
Is the opinion of the committee that 
the State should at once begin the 
work of road Improvement, by agree- 
ing to pay one-third of the cost, the 
counties to pay tho other two-thirds." 


In Republican Franco. 


The rumors of a probable dissolution 


of the French ministry may have some 
foundation in fact. But such a crisis 
generally occurs i.bout twice a year, 
A vote of want of confidence, and one 
ministry simply gives iplace to another. 
The stability of the Republic does not 
Deem to be threatened by such a crisis 
any further than that all such changes 
indicate restlessness and a seeking for 
better things than have been secured 
under the existing political order. 


There aiv'no very exciting questions 


uppermost. 
Franco is today one of 


the most prosperous nations In Europe. 
There is less distress among- the Indus- 
trial classes than there Is In England, 
Germany or Italy. No ^Republican 
President of France has ever remained 
in office for a full term. 
President 


Faure may not be an exception to this 
caprice for change. The Chamber of 
Deputies represents .the. Republican 
convictions of France. This body sus- 
tains the President. The Senate repre- 
sents a great deal that Is not Repub- 
lican. The radical elements in 
the 


Chamber are a far better guaranty of 
the stability of the -Republic than is 
the Bourbon element in the Senate. If 
the two Houses ever come into col- 
lision In » way to Involve the exist- 
ence of onf- or the other, the Senate 
might disappear, and France be more 
Intensely Republican by reason of the 
change. A failure of political parties 
is not a. failure of institutions, any 
more than In this country, -where p«ir- 
ties rise and fall, but Institutions »u>-

Every candidate for the Presidency 


Is in a fair way to have his biography 
published. The work for the present 
year has already befrun. Some candi- 
dates have already entered the field 
who do not expect to win In the race. 
But HomethlnK la Rained by way of 
prominence. 
Besides, some of them 


may have a. sort of "dark horse" luck. 
There Is Quay, who has entered the 
race. Having can-led Pennsylvania re- 
cently, he has the leverage of that 
onf State to help him out. There Is 
Davis at Minnesota, who expects to 
carry his own State and one or two 
other Western States. A single State 
frlvet a candidate capital for combina- 
tions,, lie can make terms with other 
candidates.. Neither Quay. Davis nor 
any one of a half dozen men. who 
have been named ns possibilities for 
the nomination, expect to suceed. But 
it Is an opportune time to brlns out 
blopriphles. 
These first appear in 


broad sides in the newspapers. After- 
ward, cheap editions In book form are 
Issued. 


Just now there Is a disposition to 


write up Allison more than any fther 
one. That Is the way the political wind. 
Is blowing. The biographer is in the 
way to receive political favors if the 
candidate 
In sucessful. 
There was 


Hawthorne, who wrote the life of Frank 
Pierce. Even in the hands of the great- 
est novelist of the times, not much 
could be made of it. Hawthoinc lent 
his fn-eat Rpnius to the task of making- 
out a readable bioRniphy of his friend. 
They had been college chums When 
Pierce was nominated, the Question 
went all over the country: "Who Is 
Pierce?" 
Hawthorne 
answered the 


question as well as he could. Pierce 
was elected. His obscurity was In his 
favor. 


Hawthorne was rewarded by thi- ap- 


pointment of Consul General to Lon- 
don. 
It was tho turning point In his 


financial condition. 
Buchanan 
and 


Polk rewai ded thulr biographers. That 
has been the usase for a third of a 
century. The unsuccessful candidates 
can return thanks. Xo literary repu- 
tation can be .made by -writing? such 
biographies. But the prospect of pol- 
itical plums always brings out the bio- 
graphical scribes. They are now do- 
Ing Allison. Tom Reed and McKlnlcy 
have already been done up. But the 
finished story comes later when the 
candidate has carried off the nomina- 
tion. 


Failure of Leading Congressional 


It was Core-been early In the present 


session that nearly all of the promin- 
ent measures brought before Congress 
would fail. The Free Coinage bill has 
gone to the wall. The vote sustaining 
it In the Senate had very little sig- 
nificance. Stewart's analysis was not 
out of the way. The vote amounted to 
nothing. 
Certain Senators put them- 


selves on record ns favoring the bill, 
because 'they knew that It would never 
become a law. When the measure was 
brought up in the House theie was 
a decisive 
and 
overwhelming vote. 


That Is the end of free coinage for the 
present. 


The Republican Party is down in the 


record ns opposed to any such meas- 
ure. 
The few votes cast by members 


of that party count for little. It is 
certain that the Republican Party will 
not insert any free coinage plank in 
their platform this year. One cannot 
predict with ns much confidence what 
the Democrats will do. There will be 
some juggling. But it Is certain that 
there will be a third party which will 
make f roe • silver coinage 
the issue. 


That vote In all probability will not be 
counted for either of the other par- 
ties. 


Tho Bond bill and the Revenue Tar- 


iff bill will both fall. These were the 
thiee great measures before Congress. 
The country cannot be greatly disap- 
pointed. seeing defeat was foreshad- 
owed from the start. 
There are a. 


great many minor bills before Con- 
gress. The appropriations for public 
buildings and rivers and harbors hang- 
fire in the committees. These will pio- 
ba-bly not go through until the last 
days of the session. Tho negative pol- 
icy outlined by Speaker Reed evidently 
controls national legislation. The shad- 
ow of a Presidential election is the 
eclipse of Congress. 


For Harbor Improvements. 


IA. contest has been maintained for 


several yeais as to which of two har- 
bors should have the precedence In the 
matter of Government appropriations, 
San Pedro or Wilmington harbor is 
more than two-thirds made by nature. 
It is land-locked as to the inner harbor 
and easy of access as to the outer one. 
The inner harbor needs a greater depth 
of water, especially on the bar. The 
tonnage 
of 
Wilmington 
harbor 
is 


greater than that of any port south of 
San Francisco, except San Diego, and 
as a lumber port, it exceeds in the 
amount handled that of San Diego. 
Wilmington is the natural harbor foi 
Los Angeles which now claims a popu- 
lation of 80,000. That city Is asking of 
congress S392.0CO for the Improvement 
of Its harbor. 


Santa Monica is in fcome sense* a rival 


of Wilmington for 
harbor improve- 


ments. The former is an open road- 
stead, not differing In any great dtgiee 
from half a dozen other roadsteads 
along the ooust. This water-front is 
the terminus of a Southern Pacific rail- 
road with most of the shipping 
fa- 


cilities under the control of that com- 
pany. Los Angeles is 
Interested 
In 


both of these imperfect harbors be- 
cause the city has connection with 
both by railroad. Mr. Huntlngton is 
looking out for Santa Monica while 
Senators White and Perkins, with 
a 


strong Los Angeles 
delegation, 
are 


making a strong case for Wilmington. 


Oakland has her own harbor to look 


after. So far as Is known all the Cali- 
fornia delegation are In favor of the 
harbor Improvements In front of this 
city. Commercial considerations ought 
to take the precedence of nil others. 
The training walls, the deepening of 
the channel, and the cutting of. the 
canal, are all -parts at one system. A 
clear waterway of twenty ieet at low 
tide has been the aim from the first. 
When that Is arcompllahed the harbor 
of Oakland will be one of the safest 
and best on the «*ast. As large an 
appropriation is needed for this harbor 
now as is sought for the Improvement 
of Wilmington harbor, and that on the 
ground of the supreme importance of 
the water front of this city.

COSTS OF S876. 


There was once a time when glass 


was used only for -window panes and 
mirrors, but since then It has develop- 
ed 
Into many 
different 
field:-. By 


means of a valuable toughening- pro- 
cess, recently discovered, glass may 
now be moulded into lengths and used 
as lailroad ties. Such ties have then- 
advantages. 
They are light, 
easily 


transported, rather cheap, have even 
surfaces and will not decay like wood 
ties. Glass rails are also produced by 
this same toughening process. It is 
theiefore possible to have a. complete 
glass railway. The 
glass rails 
are j 


turned out ir. sixes anil shapes similar 
to those of the ordinary steel rails. 
They are far tougher and resist the 
action of the elements moni success- 
fully than ."te(;l. There Is reason to be- 
lieve before long that we shall be able 
to ride In glass cars on glass rails laid 
on glass tk-s. 


All of us are familiar with the glass 
pavements used in certain 
sidewalks 


in order to admit light to a basement. 
This gla^s is of the same kind that Is 
xised In the manufacturing 
of glass 


"grindstones." These arc- used for fine 
work on the most delicate instruments. 
They are much harder than the or- 
dinary stone used for grinding pur- 
poses. 


An 
enterprising 
manufacturer 
of. 
glass at Liverpool. Kngland, has suc- 
ceeded in advertUing his business In a 
very clever manner. He built a. fac- 
tory of glass bricks and laid it with a 
heavy glass floor. The root was shin- 
gled with glass shingles; glass Journal 
boxes were provided for his machinery, 
and .'is .1 lilting climax to this glassy 
performance, he added a glass chim- 
ney, 10J feet high, built wholly of glass 
bricks. This is said to be one of the 
lightest and most substantial factory 
buildings in all Kngland. 
It Is also 


fire-proof. 
One of the most curious inventions of 


the last few years is platinized glass. 
A piece of glass is coated with an ex- 
ceedingly thin layer of a liquid charged 
with platinum and is then raised tj a 
red heat. The platinum unites with the 
glass In such a way as to form a very 
odd sort of mirror. The glass hus not 
lost its transparency, yet If you place 
It against a wall and look at It, you see 
your Image as in an ordinary looking 
glass. 
But when light is allowed to pass 


through from the other side, as in a 
window pane, it appears 
perfectly 


transparent 
like ordinary glass. By 
constructing a window of. this material 
you can stand close behind the panes, 
in an unlighted room, and seoclearly 
everything going on outside, while 
passers-by 
looking at 
the window 


would behold only a fine mirror, in 
which their own figures would be re- 
llectod, wlille the person inside would 
remain invisible. 
Various tricks have been played with 
this device in France. In one of these 
a pcison. seeing what appears to be an 
oulinary window, approaches to look at 
himself. A sudden change In the mech- 
anism sends light thiough the glass 
from the back, whereupon it instantly 
bero:nes transparent and the spectator 
finds himself confronted by some gro- 
tesque liguie hidden behind the magic 
glass. 
Among other interesting uses of glass 
is that of a powder used fi'i- sprink- 
ling the hair. This practice, however, 
Is said to be dangerous, as the Hue pat- 
ticles are Inhaled, much to the Injuiy 
of the pulmonaiy organs, stomach and 
throat. The recent manufacture of a 
glass dress in Toledo is probably one of 
the most curious uses to which glass 
has 'been put. This garment is describ- 
ed as being extraordinary beautiful. , 
Its foundation is a silk warp, woven 
with line strands of glass. In each 
strand there are 
2SO almost Invisible 


threads. In order to make three-quar- 
ters of a yard of this material it was 
necessary to employ four women one 
whole day. 
The diess when completed was pre- 
sented to the InfautiL Kulalie of Spain. , 
Its color was pure white, but the man-1 
ufaetureis say that it can be made in i 
any color or in any variety of colors. | 
The seams are glued together instead , 
of sewed. The garment is said to be 
remarkably pieUS'. especially 
under; 


the rays of artilicial light. 
| 
This is not the only article of dress 


made of glass. A 
Venetian 
manu- 
facturer has had great success in turn- 
ing out glass bonnets, which glitter in 
the sunlight .thus making the wearer 
attractive from a distance. An advant- , 
age of this particular sou of bonnets 
is that they may be worn in any sort | 
of weather. The rain, in fact, seems 
only to clean off the dust and make 
the bonnet sparkle more than ever. 
The possibilities of the 
glassmaker's 
art—or the milliner's, if you prefer— 
have only begun to be realized In this 
direction. 
A church bell of green glass, fourteen 


Inches high and thirteen In diameter 
has been doing service for several 
veais in Kngland. One o;' the very 
latest uses for glass is In filling teeth. 
This method Is said to be particularly 
effective witli the front teeth, where it 
Is less conspicuous than gold, being in- 
distinguishable from the tooth surface. 
Some Interesting experiments were 


carried out lately In K«-rHn by the fire 
brigade on a patent l!re-i< slstlng glass, 
suitable tor sky-lights, windows and 
partitions. It provd capable of re- 
sisting a very high temperature. Sev- 
eral patents for rooting glass 
have 


been taken out during the last few 
vears. In one of these methods glass 
is moulded on steel wire netting, which 
greatly increases its strength without 
lessening its transparency, and conie- 
ouently it mav be used In large sheet".

It is land-locked as to the inner harbor 
and easy of access as to the outer one. 
The inner harbor needs a greater depth 
of water, especially on the bar.

greater than that of any port south of 
Sun Francisco, except San Diego; and 
as a lumber port, it exeeudH In the 
amount handled that of .San Diego. 
Wilmington Is the natural harbor for 
Los Anseles which now claims a popu- 
lation of 80,001). That city is asking of 
congress J392,000 for the Improvement 
of Its harbor. 


Santa Monica is In home sense a rival 


uf Wilmington i'or harbor 
Improve- 


ments. Thu former is an open road- 
stead, not differing in any great degree 
fiom half a dozen other roadsteads 
along the etmst. This water-front is 
the terminus of a Southern Pacific rail- 
load with most of thu shipping 
fa- 


cilities under the control of that com- 
pany. Los Angeles Isi 
Interested

both of these impertect harbors be- 
cause the city has connection with 
both by railroad, Mr. Huntingtun Is 
looking out for Santa Monica while 
Senators White and Perkins, with 
a 


strong Los Angeles 
delegation, 
are 


making a strong case for Wilmington. 


Oakland has her own harbor to look 


after 
So i'ar as Is known all the Cali- 


fornia delegation are tn favor of the 
harbor improvements In front of this 
city. Commercial considerations ought 
to take tho precedence of all others. 
The training walls, the deepening of 
the channel, and the cutting of the 
canal, are all parts of one system. A 
clear waterway of twenty feet at low 
tide has been the aim. from the first. 
When that is occomplluhed the harbor 
of Oakland will be one of the safest 
and best on the cqast. As large an 
appropriation is needed for this harbor 
now as is sought for the improvement 
of Wilmington harbor, and that on the 
ground of the supreme Importance of 
the water front of this city.

"What is generally known as 'knock- 


ing down' is commonly supposed to be 
confined to street car conductors," said 
a man who has lived all his life along 
the water front, "but their thieving is 
a small affair compared to the amounts 
stolen by some of the dishonest ferry- 
masters before the time of the Brooklyn 
bridge and the Introduction of ticket- 
choppers. 


"These men were the most ingenious 


of swindlers. The best schema I re- 
member was one originated 
by 
the 


master of a Brooklyn ferry," says the 
"New York "World." "This man took 
an old woman who sold papers into his 
confidence and he allowed her to ply 
her trade on condition that she coaxed 
all the passengers that she could to 
enter by way of the side entrance, at 
which he collected fares. 'This way for 
the ferry" she used to cry. 'Right in 
here Is the shortest way.' If one didn't 
seem disposed to follow her directions 
she never scrupled to lie nnd tell him 
that the other windows were closed, 
while her zeal was so great that she 
fairly shoved passengers through the 
side entrance. 


"It was a big thing for the ferry-mas- 


ter to have his receipts swelled that 
way. because he could 'knock down' 
every cent he took In from the passen- 
gers who had been steered away from 
the other windows. In course of time 
the other ferry-masters began to kick. 
Their receipts fell ore so much that 
they were afraid "o knock down any 
more, and they began to hatch schemes 
to stop the old paper woman from di- 
verting trallic from the main entrance. 


"While the warfare among the ferry- 
mahters was'under way the company, 
which was well aware that it was be- 
ing swindled, hit upon a plan fot Its 
own protection. This consisted of con- 
secutive tickets and choppers similar 
to those In use on tho elevated roads. 
The first attempt to inaugurate this 
system was a failure, and was abandon- 
ed after a trial of two days. 


"The company stated that the meth- 
od was too complicated. In reality It 
was given up because the men kicked 
and swore they wouldn't 
work the 


•punch- boxes,' as they called the can- 
celling machines. The late D. D. With- 
cis, who was a large stockholder in 
one of the companies, opposed the new 
system with all his well-known obstin- 
acy. He contended that there was no 
dllferenco between having his ferry- 
masters 'knock down' and being com- 
pelled to hire extra men to keep tab on 
them. However, the first day the new 
system went Into operation the ferry- 
master who had the woman working 
for him was on pins and needles all 
the time. He knew that the company 
could tell how many passengers crot-s- 
ed by the number of tickets sold, and, 
as he had been putting eveiy second 
penny into bis own pocket, he figured 
out that it would be a dead give away 
to turn in just twice ns much as usual. 
"He bocame almost frantic during 
the busy hours, and begged the woman 
not to send the i assengers in through 
his window. He made her undet.stand 
the situation at la<;t and got her to 
st^er them toward the other entrances. 
The trouble then began in earnest, for 
all the ferry-masters were In the same 
boat. They offered bribes to have the 
woman keep away and run the passen- 
gers through one of the entrances, and 
would rather have paid a man's way 
over the bridge than to have him cross 
the ferry. • 


"The ferry-masters had always been 


noted for their dexterity 
In 
making 


change. They had an object In being 
so quick, for the pne who passed the 
most passengers had the best chanco 
to 'knock down.' Indeed, a. ferry-mas- 
ter could tell how much it was safe to 
put into his own pocket by 'Watching 
his confcter at the opposite window. 
Practice had made him so perfect that 
he could tell to a fraction how much 
more he had taken in than the other 
man. 


"During the two days that the ticket- 
choppers had their first trial the ferry- 
masters seemed dazed. Their fingers 
were all thumbs and they were slow in 
counting change. The little sacks of 
correct change were no longer carefully 
piled up, and the coins were dropped on 
the floor with amazing frequency. 


"Tho whole swindling business came 


out in the courts when a certain Brook- 
lyn ferry company made one of its ferry 
masters disgorge Jlio.OOO. Success made 
the man reckless and he bgan putting 
up rows of brick houses in Williams- 
burs on a salary of $85 a month. He 
was the slickest customer at the bu^i- 
ness you can imagine—a pious, benevo- 
lent old duffer whom the newsboys 
and bootblacks still refer to as a man 
who was too good to be true. He was 
very nice and polite to women, and was 
always lecturing 
the newsbc ys for 


chewing tobacco and pitching; pennies. 


"Kveiy evening ho used to buy a. pa- 


per, and had a habit of feeling in all 
his pockets and then saying: Tin 
afraid I haven't any chancre to-night, 
and if so I'll have to go home without 
my paper for, of 
course, 
I couldn't 


touch any of the company's money.' 
This used to make tho boys laugh bf- 
hlnd his back, for everybody around 
knew that the old duffer was 'knock- 
Ing down' $20 every day of his lite. 


"When the bridge was completed the 


ferry-masters lost nearly all the fat 
ipicklngs. Some of them threw up their 
jobs In disgust, while the others were 
driven to resort to such schemes as 
the one with the old pooler woman.'The 
ferries no longer coined monoy ns they 
formerly did. and. as necessity com- 
pelled them to curtail expenses, they 
gradually adopted systems of keeping 
check on the receipts which made old- 
time 'knocking down' a thing of the 
past.''
